WASHINGTON, May 28 — 
Valuable tax concessions’on two 
Snake river dams were granted 
by the Office ef Defense Mo- 
bilization to the Iddho Power 
Co. despite a contrary recom- 
mendation by Interior Secre- 
tary Fred A. Seaton, Senate in- 
vestigators disclosed yesterday. 
‘Seaton is expected to testify 
tomorrow before a Senate ju- 
diciary subcommittee headed by 
Senator Estes Kefauver (Dem.), 
Tennessee, about a letter he 
wrote March 11 to Arthur S. 
Flemming, former ODM direc- 
tor who turned over his post 
to the present director, Gordon 
Gray, March 14. 


Letter a Surprise. 


The letter, introduced. into 
the hearing yesterday as a sur- 
prise was found by committee 
staff members in the files of 
the Interior Department, Kef- 
auver said. It did not turn up 
in ODM files and Kefauver ac- 
cused Gray, the witness, of try- 
ing to keep it to himself. 

Gray replied the letter had 
been handed to him by Flem- 
ming on the day before Flem- 
ming left office and that, in 
connection with the committee 
inquiry, he had asked “a com- 
petent authority” whether it 
was a “privileged communica- 
tion.” He was informed yes- 
terday that it need not be so 
considered, Gray said, and he 
then turned it over to the 
committee. 

“After you knew we already 
had obtained a copy of it from 
Interior?” Kefauver asked. 

“I did not know you had .it,” 
Gray replied. 

Earlier Gray testified to 
what already is in the record, 
that the Interior Department 
on Oct? 25, 1955, recommended 
that the Idaho Power Co., a 
Maine corporation, be granted 
accelerated tax amortization cer- 
tificates for its Brownlee and 
Oxbow dams, two of the three

FERRIS WHEEL 
QUITS, 24PUPILS 
ARE STRANDED 


Device Breaks Down at 
School Picnic — Fire- 
men Called to Effect 
Rescue. 


Twenty-four school children 
experienced an unscheduled 
thrill today when a ferris wheel 
on which they were riding 
stopped turning, leaving some 
of them stranded high above 
Carondelet Park. 

Some of the children, all 
pupils at St. Thomas of Aquin 
Catholic School, began scream- 


ing when they realized their 
predicament. A cable leading 
from the wheel to the motor 
had slipped off a drive wheel. 


Police and firemen were sum- 
moned to the park. Members 
of Hook and Ladder Co: No. 11 
caught some of the more daring 
boys, who dropped from the 
lower seats of the wheel into 
the firemen’s arms, and then 
raised a 65-foot aerial ladder to 
those stranded as high ‘as 50 
feet above the ground. 


Teachers stood below and 
shouted words of encourage- 
ment to their pupils, counsel- 
ing them to trust the firemen 
and to follow their instructions. 

Near the ‘top of the~ wheel, 
@n li-year-old girl, red-eyed 
from crying, allowed Fire Capt. 
Clifford Smith to lift her from 
her high perch and carry 
her down the ladder. 

The captain then had to talk 
consolingly for several min- 
utes to a small boy who ap- 
peared to be dubious about 
leaving his seat and trusting 
himself on the swaying ladder. 


The last pupils rescued were 
Robert Scahill, 11 years old, 
3743 Marine avenue, and Rus- 
sell Britton, 13, 3700 South 
Main street. They were sitting 
near the top of the wheel and 
calmly awaited their turns. 

Four firemen took turns 
climbing the ladder, which had 
to be placed in three positions 
to reach all the seats. Nobody 
was injured in the rescue oper- 
ation, which lasted more than 
30 minutes. 

Capt. Smith said he and his 
men had to work slowly and 
carefully to overcome the chil- 
dren’s fear of the ladder, which

U.S, ARMS PLAN 
IS REPORTED 10 
HAVE RUN INTO 
SNAG IN FRANCE 


Stassen Leaves for 
Paris, Where Govern- 
ment Is Said to Op- 
pose Implications of 
Subordinate Position. 


LONDON, May 28 (AP)— 
Harold E. Stassen left unex- 
pectedly tonight for Paris, 
where the new United States 
disarmament plan was reported 
running into trouble. 

Stassen planned to inform 
the United States allies in the 
North Atlantic Treaty Organ- 
ization of the broad new plan 
drawn up with the personal ad- 
vice of President Eisenhower. 


The United Nations disarma- 
ment subcommittee, which still 
has not received the new 
American plan, was r 
until Thursday to permit Stas- 
sen to attend a weekly meeting 
of the NATO council tomorrow. 

Even before the new Ameri- 
can plan could be submitted to 
the Soviet Union's delegate in 
London, reliable sources in 
Paris reported, the United 
States plan ran into strong 
French opposition with regard 
to one section: To restrict pos- 
session of nuclear weapons to 
the three powers whieh already 
have them—the United States, 
Russia and Britain. j 

France Reported Balking. 

Foreign Minister Christian 
Pineau was reported preparing 
instructions to the French dele- 
gate in the London talks—Jules 
Moch—telling him that France 
cannot accept a subordinate 
position in world affairs such as 
this provision would imply. 

France is not making an atom- 
ic bomb at this time nor does 
it have any plans to do so in 
the future. All of its nuclear 
program is directed to the 

1 uses of nuclear energy 
for industrial purposes. But it 
has insisted on having the right 
to manufacture atomic weapons 
if it desires to, it was said. 

French government leaders 
felt parliament would never rat- 
ify any agreement which, in ef- 
fect, excluded France from the 
circle of major powers. 

One source said France would 
renounce the right to make nu- 
clear weapons only if the three 
atomic-bomb powers agreed to 
destroy their atomic stockpiles. 


Soviets Hail U.S. Pledge to 
Meet Russia Half-Way. 


LONDON, May 28 (UP)— 
Moscow saw the “glimmering 
of a constructive solution” to 
world disarmament problems 
today in the United States 
promise to meet Russia half- 
way in working out their dif- 
ferences. 

A broadcast by the Moscow 
radio said the Soviets would 
give “the most careful consid- 
eration” to practical proposals 
for a first step in reducing the 
world’s arms and armies. 

The broadcast gave the first 
direct Séviet reaction to the 
new American stand which 
United States Delegate Harold 
Stassen brought back to the 
London disarmament confer- 
ence from his conferences in 
Washington. 

Stassen, at yesterday's brief 
session of. the United Nations 
disarmament subcommittee, did 
not present details of the new 
American plan. He pledged, 
however, that the United States 
is ready to meet Russia half- 
way on reasonable and safe- 
guarded “first step” proposals. 

“It looks as if there is a 
glimmering of a constructive 
solution of the problem,” the 
Moscow broadcast said. 

Soviet Foreign Minister An- 


drei Gromyko talking at a re-| 


ception in Budapest, was not 
so optimistic about disarma- 
ment as the Moscow radio. 

“It would be difficult to fore- 
cast today how the disarma- 
ment talks ... will end,” he 
said. “We must, however, not 
be unmindful of the fact that 
in western countries, especially 
on the other side of the Atlan- 
tic, there is still more talk 
about armaments than about 
disarmament.” 

The Moscow radio, however, 
said “It looks as if the U.S.A. 
intends making the first step 
toward the Soviet stand.”

W. GERMANY, U.S. 
AGREE TO PRESS 
FOR ARMS PAC 


Adenauer “and Eisen- 
hower in Accord on 
Limited Agreement 


With Russia. 


WASHINGTON, May 28 (AP) 
—President Eisenhower. and 
West German Chancellor Ade- 
nauer agreed today to press for 
a limited disarmament agree- 
ment with Russia “under an ef- 
fective system of international 
control.” Jaledie. 

The two men proclaimed this 
in a communique summing up 
three days of intensive talks on 
urgent international problems. 

Mr. Eisenhower and the 81- 
year-old German leader agreed, 
the announcement said, that if 
initial East-West disarmament 
steps succeed they should be 
“followed within a reasonable 
time by a comprehensive dis- 
armament agreement.” 

They warned, however, that 
any second-step big disarma- 
ment agreement “must neces- 
sarily presuppose a prior solu- 
tion of the problem of German 
reunification.” 

Adenauer advised the Presi- 

dent that he believed that 
agreement on a “first stage” 
arms reduction plan with Rus- 
sla “might’be an appropriate 
time” for an American-British- 
French-Russian foreign minis- 
ters’ conference with Germany 
o”. the problem of German re- 
unification. 
The communique said that in 
the private talks which began 
Sunday, Mr. Eisenhower “as- 
sured the Chancellor that the 
United States does not intend 
to take any action in the field 
of international disarmament 
which would prejudice the re. 
unification of Germany.” . 

“He stated that the United 
States would consult with the 
Federal German Government 
closely on all matters affecting 
Germany arising in the disarm- 


ament negotiations,” it conh- 
tinued, 
The 1000-word declaration 


blamed “acts and policies of the 
Soviet Union.” among them the 
deprivation of other peoples of 
their freedom, for existing in- 
ternational tension.

SAN FRANCISCO, May 28 
(UP)—A sailor court-martialed 
for stealing a watch went 
berserk today, killed an officer 
and wounded two other men 
before he surrendered to the 
pleading of his mother and two 
chaplains. 


His surrender came after he 
had spent more than six hours 
on the flying bridge of the Navy 
attack cargo ship Uvalde, hold- 
ing another enlisted mah as his 
hostage. 

The chaplains talked to him 
for more than four hours. His 
mother, who was called from 
her home in nearby Marin City, 
boarded the ship later and 
joined in the plea to her son 
that he give himself up 
peaceably.

The sailor, Jimmie L. Hen- 
derson, went on his bloody 
spree shortly after 6 a.m., first 
clubbing a sailor on watch on 
the head with a hammer, then 
taking his .45 caliber pistoi and 
racing to the officers’ quarters. 

There he fired one shot into 
the head of Ensign Richard 
Harrison, of Grand Rapids, 
Mich., his commanding icer 
and presumably the officer who 
preferred the court martial 
charges against Henderson.

Comptroller John H. Poelker 
appealed to the Board of Alder- 
men today for prompt action 
to resolve the city’s financial 
crisis, with a warning that funds 
for supplies and salaries might 
have to be cut as much as 25 
per cent for the last half of the 
fiscal year if the aldermen do 
not provide additional revenue. 
In a markedly conciliatory 
vein, Poelker told the aldermen 
that-each day’s delay in provid- 


ing essential revenue would 
mean that much less revenue 
would be received, because the 
city already has passed the first 
month of the current fiscal 
year. 

Poelker told the board that 
after deducting fixed charges 
of more than $16,000,000, in- 
cluding police department sal- 
aries, which must be paid, there 
would be only $43,193,000 of the 
proposed $59,695,000 budget 
pn Bh and county offices and 
i) ons. 

~ Deficit of $5,000,000. 

If no additional taxes are 
passed affecting this year’s rev- 
} enue, there will be only about 
$54,000,000 in revenue avail- 
able, leaving a deficit of about 
$5,000,000. This means, Poelker 
said, that the appropriations for 

ly city operations would 
ave to be cut to $37,890,000, or 
about 87.9 per cent of the 
amount proposed as the mini- 
mum needed. The sum of $4,- 
900,000 already has been spent 
in the first month of the cur- 
rent fiscal year that began last 
month. 

If no additional revenues are 
approved and received by Sept. 
1, the city might well have to 
reduce its expenditures, not by 
about 15 per cent but probably 
by about 25 per cent because 
any new revenues voted by that 
time would be effective only 
for the second six months, he 
continued.

JEFFERSON CITY, May 28— 
The proposed law to limit 
speeds of automobiles on Mis- 
souri’s highways suffered a set- 
back yesterday when the House 
refused to accept a conference 
committee report on amend- 
ments to the bill voted by the 
Senate. The House earlier had 
refused to concur in the amend- 
ments. 

After rejecting the commit- 
tee’s report, the House, by 
voice vote, sent the bill back to 
a conference committee, in- 
structing its conferees to in- 
sist on a night-time differential 
in maximum speeds and reten- 
tion of the House’s version of a 
section prohibiting excessively 
slow driving. 

The conference committee 
had accepted Senate amend- 
ments to establish a speed limit 
of 70 miles an hour on divided 
highways at all times and 65 
miles an hour on two-lane high- 
ways at all times. 

As originally passed by the 
House, the bill would have 
limited speed on divided high- 
ways to 70 miles an hour during 
the day and 60 miles an hour at 
night. Maximum speed on two- 
lane highways would have been 
65 miles in the day and 60 at 
night. 

No Formal Meeting. 

The House rejected the con- 
ference committee report, which 
was adopted in the Senate 
Thursday, after it was pointed 
out that the report had been 
prepared by Senator George A. 
Spencer (Dem.), Columbia, 
chairman of the Senate con- 
ferees on the committee, who 
then got other members to sign 
the report. No formal meeting 
of the committee was held. 

The conference committee 
recommended that the House 
concur in all the Senate amend- 
ments and that one additional 
change be made, providing a 
45-mile-an-hour speed limit in 
incorporated areas where local 
authorities do not fix speeds. 
The House rejection of the re- 
port was by a voté of 89 to 39. 

The House repassed a bill re- 
quiring county superintendents 
of schools to make an annual 
report on the na@mber of handi- 
capped children in their coun- 
ties. 

The bill had been amended 
in the Senate to provide salary 
increases for the county super- 
intendents because of the added 
duties. The increases range 
from $800 in first-class counties 
down to $400 in fourth-class 
counties. 

Representative A. Clifford 
Jones (Rep.), Clayton, strongly 
opposed adoption of the Senate 
changes in the bill. But House 
members adopted the amend- 
ments and sent the bill to Gov. 
James T. Blair.

TY BOMB SURI 
OF 6 PCT. NDCATED 


That Is With Newest Type 
Shelters, Civil Defense 
Director Says. 


Federal Civil Defense studies 
indicates that about 60 per cent 
of the people in the St. Louis 
metropolitan area would sur- 
vive a 20-megaton nuclear blast 
provided the newest type bomb 
shelters were available, Brig. 
Gen. Francis P. Hardaway (ret.), 
St. Louis civil defense director, 
said today. 

In the absence of such spe- 
cial shelters for the entire pop- 
ulation, he said, the studies es- 
timate that the survival rate 
would be only 10 per cent if a 
20-megaton bomb were explod- 
ed and people simply sought 
refuge in basements of existing 
buildings. 

He pointed out that the num- 
ber of persons who might be 
affected would depend upon 
how much warning could be 
given of an impending attack, 
and emphasized that present 
civil defense plans involve a 
mass evacuation of the metro- 
politan area. He said the plan 
was regarded as feasible, be- 
cause three to four hours of 
warning could be expected if 
the attack came via piloted air- 
craft. 

The warning time would be 
reduced drastically if the hypo- 
thetical bomb were delivered 
by intercontinental ballistic mis- 
sile, he added, but this weapon 
does not yet exist. 


The federal studies of what 
might happen in the St. Louis 
area are based on the assump- 
tion that people have a 15- 
minute warning, sufficient to 
allow them to seek shelter but 
not enough to permit an exo- 
dus. It also is assumed that the 
bomb would explode in the 
heart of the area, in such a 
way as to have maximum effect. 
If the population were pro- 
tected by shelters of the ap- 
proved type, approximately 756,- 
000 persons would fall victim 
to a 20-megaton weapon, it was 
said. If the only protection 
were conventional basements, 
the casualty figure would be 
1,701,000, by the federal es- 
timate. 

The terrific force of the bomb 
would knock down buildings 
within a radius of 14 miles from 
the blast center, an area that.

Co-Director of Metro- 
politan Survey Says 
Move Would Not Be 


Desirable. 


Complete merger of St. Louis 
and St. Louis county would not 
be either “realistic or practical,” 
Paul G. Steinbicker, co-dircetor 


) of the Metropolitan St. Louis 
|| Survey, which is studying prob- 


lems of governmental co-ordina- 
tion in the metropolitan area, 
said today. 


Addressing the annual lunch- 
eon meeting of the St. Louis 
division of the Missouri Asso- 
ciation for Social Welfare, he 
said “Merger would be a 
simple recommendation but not 
a desirable one.” About 100 
persons attended the meeting, 
held at Bishop Tuttle Memorial, 
1210 Locust street. 

“If people ask whether we 
are in favor of merger,” Stein- 
bicker, who is director of the 
department of Government at 
St. Louis University, asserted, 
“we must say, ‘No.’ 

“Many cities in the county 
have a right to exist. They 
should not be swallowed up in 
a large government. Undoubted- 
ly we will make recommenda- 
tions for city-county co-ordina- 
tion, but they may call for 
creation of some kind of dis- 
trict agency to handle metro- 
politan functions.” 

Steinbicker reported that the 
survey organization may delay 
announcing recommendations 
for governmental co-ordination 
in the metropolitan area until 
after the election on the pro- 
posed new city charter, which 
the Board of Aldermen yester- 
day set for Aug. 6. 

Previous goal for recommen- 
dations had been late in July. 
Only report made by the group 
so far was a preliminary fac- 
tual study issued last Feb. 16. 
That report said the St. Louis 
area was falling behind compet- 
ing metropolitan centers and 
blamed a jumble of local gov- 
ernmental units with helping 
to obstruct provision of essen- 
tial, area-wide services. 

Steinbicker said an attitude 
survey in which more than 2000 
city and county residents were 
questioned showed “traffic is 
the Number One gripe.” He 
suggested traffie control might 
be assigned to a district agency 
if one is proposed. 

“One of the most common 
complaints found about the 
city,” he continued, “was that 
government is too far removed 
from the people.” 

Results of the sampling are 
being tabulated now and should 
be announced within a month, 
he stated. 

Steinbicker said he expects 
recommendations will be made 
“defining, developing and re- 
fining” the role of the state in 
the metropolitan St. Louis area. 
Other fields in which propos- 
als probably will be made, he 
said, concern relations between 
the city and county and govern- 
mental operations within each 
area. 

The metropolitan study, fi- 
nanced by a grant of $300,000 
from the Ford Foundation and 
McDonnell Aircraft Corp., was 
started last May. It is study- 
ing economic, sociological and 
political aspects of govern- 
mental co-ordination on a me- 
tropolitan basis.

School Superintendent 
Charles J. Mesnier said super- 
visory personnel and others 
who did not join the strike 
were used to operate five 
busses this morning. Normally 
seven busses are used to trans- 
port 1600 of the district's 3200 
pupils to and from school. 

Mesnier said delays in get- 
ting pupils to school were mini- 
mized by the fact that many 
parents brought their children 
in family automobiles. 

He said “about seven” of the 
24 bus drivers, janitors and 
maintenance men employed by 
the schools remained on the 
job this morning. A spokesman 
for the employes said 19 driv- 
ers and custodial workers were 
on strike. 

A representative of the 
strikers said the group asked 
that wages, which now range 
from $240 to $285 a month be

EAPLOSONINHAVANA 
KNOCKS OUT POWER 


HAVANA, May 28 (AP)—A 
violent underground explosion 


eight blocks from the national 
Capitol building knocked out 
Havana's electric power today 
and caused widespread damage. 
Three persons were injured. 

A city official said anti-gov- 
ernment saboteurs were respon- 
sible for the 3 a.m. blast which 
daamged an ancient conduit for 
gas and electric lines. The gov- 
ernment has accused opposition 
elements of setting off similar 
explosions in Cuba's capital.

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EFLECTING the somewhat improved position of the Admin-

If current soundings prove 
to be correct, a disastrous blow 
to the President’s prestige—not 
to mention America’s position 
in the world—will have been 
averted.

Sena- 
tor Bourke B. Hickenlooper of 
Iowa, whose active opposition 
might well have doomed the 
treaty, finally said he would be 
satisfied if he could have writ- 
ten assurance that the treaty 
would not be in violation of the 
Atomic Energy Act. 


How much significance the 
agency will have once it comes 
into being is another question. 
Reports have circulated of a 
“deal” whereby top Administra- 
tion officials have given private 
assurances to Senators. that 
joining the agency will not in- 
terfere with the Administra- 
tion’s determination to work out 
agreements giving American 
manufacturers the opening to 
sell private power reactors.

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The Aldermen Rampant 


By its irresponsible conduct on Monday, the 
Board of Aldermen made a compelling case for 
the 7-7-1 legislative reform contemplated in the 
proposed new City Charter. The essence of that 
reform is the creation of an aldermanic chamber 
that will act responsibly for the good of the city 
as a whole. 

At-large members of such a. Board, account- 
able as they would be to the entire community, 
surely would have hesitated to push the city to 
the brink of a first-class financial crisis, as the 
present Board has done. 

In large measure this has come about because 
of the spell cast by Alderman Alfred I. Harris 
and his “soak-the-utilities” demagoguery. This 
was the aldermanic “alternative” to the City 
Administration’s reasoned tax program. It was 
full of holes and of extremely doubtful legality. 

Mayor Tucker's veto of the Harris plan, and 
the failure of Mr. Harris to muster the 20 votes 
necessary to override—he actually got 18 votes 
to 11 against him—are all that saved the city a 
giant-sized mess. Even so, the city still is in a 
real crisis, for the Aldermen also declined to 
consider a property-tax rise that would have pro- 
duced $1,928,000 of the $5,300,000 in additional 
revenue St. Louis must have if existing services 
are to be maintained. 

Alderman Harris’s “solution” now is an at- 
tempt to shift the responsibility to a citizens’ 
committee on which the Mayor would be an 
ex-officio member. This is an unworthy and 
perhaps even an unworkable political trick by 
which Mr. Harris evidently hopes to take the 
pressure off himself. 

We hope that the citizens’ committee can help 
resolve the crisis, but meanwhile the Aldermen 
have forfeited the property tax increase. St. 
Louis ranks twenty-fourth out of 26 cities in 
per capita property taxes paid ($42.44 as com- 
pared with $189 in Boston), yet the Aldermen 
could not bring themselves to impose the modest 
increase needed to help pay policemen decent 
salaries and maintain a minimum of decency in 
hespitals! 

The difficulty is that if Mr. Harris and his 
colleagues do not quickly provide for revenue to 
meet the needs, spending will have to be cut 
back immediately. Otherwise the city might 
run out of cash before the close of the fiscal 
year next April. And if that happens Mr. Har- 
ris and those who have stood with him will be 
responsible. 

Not content with making a mess of city 
finances, the Aldermen also called for a “dog 
days” vote on the proposed new City Charter. 
Considering the marked advantage of the fall 
as the time for this important election, Mayor 

Tucker undoubtedly will veto the Aug. 6 date 
set by the Aldermen. He will be on firm ground. 

The Mayor has recommended an election on 
Oct. 8. That would permit the necessary educa- 
tional campaign on the Charter to be conducted 
in the last three weeks of September and the 
first week of October—surely a more practical 
period than the usually torrid days in late July 
and early August. It almost looks as if the 
Aldermen were out to frustrate the popular will 
on the Charter, not poll it. 

No wonder so many St. Louisans are eagerly 
looking forward to the day the new Charter 
takes effect and a completely new, responsible 
Board of Aldermen takes office. 
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A TVA Board Candidate Loses 


The White House’s notification to Senator 
Cooper of Kentucky that Adolph Ackerman will 
not be appointed to the TVA board of directors 
is favorable so far as it goes. 

Mr. Ackerman, a consulting engineer from 
Madison, Wis., was a largely unknown quantity 
except that he was said to be the candidate of 
Gen. Herbert D. Vogel, the Eisenhower-appoint- 
ed chairman of TVA who has shown himself hos- 
tile to the social purposes of the agency he 
heads. 

It is to be hoped that when a selection finally 
occurs, the choice will be made, not by Gen. 
Vogel, but by President Eisenhower, and that 
the nominee will have some affirmative qualifi- 
cations to recommend him. 

It is also much to be hoped that President 
Eisenhower will avoid any temptation to play 
politics with the TVA board vacancy by waiting 
until Congress recesses and then making an in- 
terim appointment. 

The country ought to know fully what manner 
of. man it is who takes the third post on TVA’s 
directorate, as only a thorough inquiry in the 
Senate can show. 

The Senate should exercise its right to pass 
judgment on the fitness of the appointee. 

And TVA should have a complete board of 
directors as early as possible. 
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Triumph for Educational T\ 

The Illinois Supreme Court has upheld the 
right of the University of Illinois to operate an 
educational television station. This decision 
ought to end five years of attempted obstruc- 
tionism by commercial broadcasters in Illinois. 

While the court suit was brought by an Ev- 
anston restaurant owner and a Rock Island drug 
store, as “taxpayers,” the university contended 
that the Illinois Broadcasters Association was 
behind the suit. The court found this conten. 
tion “persuasive.” 

Two arguments were advanced by the plain- 
tiffs: that the university could not legally 
finance a TV station from funds appropriated 
for general use, and that the school needed spe- 
cific authority from the Legislature to operate 
a station at all. The State Supreme Court sim- 
ply pointed to the impracticality of providing 
specific funds for every educational purpose in 
a great university, and then it said: 

It (TV) is one of the many activities in- 
cident to the management and operation of 
the university included in the single objec- 
tive of maintaining an institution of higher 
learning. 

In short, a modern university is just as right 
to use television for educational purposes as to 
use blackboards and chalk. That should be that. 
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A Warning in the Formosa Riots 

A warning to be heeded lies in the report of 
United States officials on the anti-American riot- 
ing that shook Taipei last Friday. Most alarm- 
ing of all is the information that the violence 
was “definitely organized,” presumably by po- 
litical forces anxious to make a deal with the 
mainland Communist Chinese. : 

The tenseness of the situation on Formosa is 
only superficially relieved by the prompt reas- 
surances given by the Chiang Kai-shek govern- 
ment. How secure a position is the Generalissi- 
mo in when more than 30,000 persons can wreck 
the United States embassy and he has to fire 
three of his high-ranking generals? The nine 
distinct waves of rioters indicated discipline and 
organization... The men who carried special 
equipment for breaking into the fortress-like 
code room certainly were not just angry 
demonstrators. 

This all serves to strengthen the reports from 
Americans on Formosa in recent months of fears 


that a coup might be attempted to turn Formosa 


v at 
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over to Peiping. The island's strategic value to 
us has swung downward just as its liability to us 
has swung upward. We had better b- 

beyond the status quo. 


As Mr. Stassen Returns 

There can be no question that, as the London 
disarmament talks resume, the American repre- 
sentative, Harold E, Stassen, carries with him 
overwhelming public support for sober and seri- 
ous negotiation of a first-stage agreement. 
Though the exact terms of his instructions re- 
main secret, official briefing of newsmen indi- 
cates that American policy supports a significant 
arms limitation pact. 

As the nation waits prayerfully for results 
from London, we need to remind ourselves of 
two essentials. First, it is clear that the negoti- 
ations may take time. Patience and fortitude 
wil] be necessary, both to avoid discouragement 
at temporary setbacks and to persist in the 
course we have chosen, 

Second, it must be constantly borne in mind 
that honest negotiation requires give as well as 
take. Our country must be prepared to make 
concessions as well as to demand them; unless 
both sides yield ground in the interest of reach- 
ing common ground, there can be no success, 

Secretary Dulles has indicated that a major 
objective will be to induce the non-atomic pow- 
ers to sign an agreement under which Russia, 
Britain and the United States will remain the 
sole possessors of atomic weapons, This is a de- 


sirable objective, but the non-atomic powefs are - 


entitled to ask what their big neighbors intend 
to offer in exchange. 

Certainly the big powers cannot go on pro- 
ducing nuclear weapons without limit, and test- 
ing new ones without limit, and expect other 
powers meekly to accept the status of have-not 
nations forever. If they would halt nuclear 
weapons development where it is, those nations 
which have already reached that level must be 
prepared to make some concessions in return. 

It is good to know that with respect to “open 
skies” no rigid position has been adopted by 
the United States on the zones to be covered. 
Mr. Dulles has spoken favorably of starting with 
an Arctic zone, and there is talk of opening 
first to inspection the cap of the globe above 
the 66th parallel. Mr. Dulles has reiterated his 
support of the original proposal to open all 
American and all Soviet territory as well. We 
hope that he is also considering sympathetically 
the Soviet plan for inspection of a European 
zone. -The historic. avenues of conquest He in 
Europe and no chance to bring them under open 
skies should ba missed. 

The circumstances of Mr. Stassen’s return to 
London suggest that his rather than Adm. Rad- 
ford’s approach to the problem was upheld in 
the policy discussions in Washington. The coun- 
try can be grateful] for that. It is not construc- 
tive to start out by proclaiming that we cannot 
trust ‘the Russians. They start out, no doubt, 
with a feeling that they cannot trust the West. 

But the truth is that any nation will observe 
an agreement in which it has a vital national 
iriterest, and all nations today have a common 
interest in disarmament. The sensible course 
is to negotiate a pact which rests, not on blind 
faith by anybody, but on reciprocal concessions, 
step-by-step progress, and sufficient inspection to 
safeguard both sides against surprise violations. 

The people of every nation yearn for relief 
from the arms burden. They yearn for freedom 
from fear and tension. A solemn responsibility 
rests on the negotiators at London.

This piece is a bow to the old Neanderthal 
Man and a scowl at certain professors who did 
not do right by the old German. 

When these learned ones found Neanderthal’s 
skull a century ago, says Dr. William L. Straus 
Jr. of Johns Hopkins, they saw what they wanted 
to see: a hideous face, fangs, a body bent for- 
ward in ape-like posture. Ignoring the large 
brain-pan, they allowed H. L. Mencken to give 
Neanderthal’s name to anybody he wanted to 
read out of the human company. 

But in doing so, they only revealed their 
closed minds, their inadequate scholarship and 
their inability to reconstruct skeletal fossils, 
says Dr. Straus. As a matter of fact, Neander- 
thal stood as erect as any Marine drill instruc- 
tor—that is, until he came down with a bad case 
of crippling osteo-arthritis. 

Describing a Neanderthal burial vault, Dr. 
Loren C. Eiseley of the University of Pennsyl- 
vania speaks in similar vein, declaring that those 
who built it are saying across 500 centuries: 


We too were human, we too suffered, we 
too believed that the grave was not the end. 
We too, whose faces afright you now, knew 
human agony and human love. 


Welcome, Mr. Neanderthal, as a member in 
good standing of this bright-stupid, good-bad so- 
called human race. Sir, you almost assure us 
that we will survive even the bombs.

A Veto for ‘Log-Rollers’ 

Unless he really approves of the old congres- 
sional confidence game of “log-rolling,” why was 
Senator Knowland, the Republican leader, so 
quick and so flat in his opposition to President 
Eisenhower's appeal for. the item veto? 

Now that Representative Keating, New York 
Republican, has revived his proposal for a con- 
stitutional amendment which would enable the 


President to veto specific items instead of a~ la 


whole appropriation bill, it is to be hoped that 
Senator Knowland will re-examine his position. 

By banding together in support of their re- 
spective “home town” projects, the “log-rollers” 
saddie the tax-payer with the cost of many an 
undertaking which could not win approval on its 
merits. This “you vote for my bill, and I will 
vote for your bill” method is the easiest way 
of filling the congressional “pork barrel.” 

As the one official elected by all the people, 
the President is most free from special pres- 
sures. He is in the best position to distinguish 
between the necessary and the unnecessary, be- 
tween what federal income allows and what it 
does not allow. Congress has—and should have 
—the power of the purse, but it should be 
guided by the President in avoiding deficits. 
And when such guidance is rejected, the Presi- 
dent should have the power to call the matter 
to public attention with a veto. 

The argument that the item veto would di- 
minish the money-power of Congress simply is 
not true. Congress can always vote money over 
the President's veto. But it would have to ap- 
proach a vetoed item with far more responsibili- 
ty than is involved in “log-rolling.” 

There has been agitation for the item veto for 

decades. Indeed, the House voted for the re- 
form in 1938, only to have it killed in the Sen- 
ate. The late Senator Vandenberg was a strong 
advocate. So were Presidents Roosevelt and 
Truman. And last week President Eisenhower 
said, “If the item veto existed right now, I could 
easily do some serious expense cutting.” 
A number of states have recognized the logic 
of the item veto and have empowered their 
Governors to use it. Senator Knowland says 
what may be good for the states may not be 
good for the Government. Why not?

International Labor Organization meets soon in Geneva to con- 
sider world’s problems with automation and atomic energy; will 
discuss effects of revolutionary techniques; unless processes 
are controlled, man may create a Frankenstein monster.

The dizzy speed with which mechan- 
ical techniques are now -developing 
leads many serious thinkers to wonder 
if they may not soon exceed human 
capacity to absorb them. Quite apart 
from permanent threats of nuclear war 
there exists a fear that peacetime civil- 
ization is itself exploding from within. 


The twin forces of automation and 
atomic energy are racing to revolution- 
ize production. Unless these processes 
are carefully guided they may even- 
tually strain the entire fabric of so- 
ciety. In such a case man will at last 
have produced a Frankenstein monster. 


Such problems, still looming but dim- 
ly, are to be discussed next month 
when the 77 member nations of the In- 
ternational Labor Organization meet in 
Geneva. The purpose of their confer- 
ence is to analyze the implications, so- 
cially, politically, economically and in- 
dustrially, of new productive methods. 


David A. Morse, director general of 
the LL.O., has prepared a lengthy re- 
port on the subject. This gives some 
indication of how immense may be the 
ramifications as nuclear energy re- 
places traditional fuels and machines 
take. over jobs hitherto held by men. 


It has often been assumed atomic 
power will enable backward nations to 
jump rapidly into the twentieth cen- 
tury by huge exploitation projects. But 
Morse points out the possibility that 
the gap between developed and under- 
developed lands may, on the contrary, 
be widened. 


How, for example, can teeming India 
handle automation? Says Morse: “Par- 
ticularly where under-employment and 
unemployment are a chronic and ser- 
ious .problem, technological change 
seems to complicate the problems of 
development and to threaten the whole 
structure of social stability.” 

Already mechanical devices have in- 
truded into almost every aspect of 
wage-earning from managerial. and 
ee position down to heavy 

r, 

Fourteen glass-blowing machines 
each operated by one worker, now pro- 
duce 90 per cent of the light bulbs used 
in the United States. 

In the Soviet Union a fully automatic 
plant makes aluminum pistons for 
heavy truck engines. No human hands 
intervene throughout the process. 

At one British refinery six men per 
shift can now distili five and a half 
million gallons of crude oil every day. 


Morse warns that “as the pace of 
technological change quickens there is 
between 
the better-paid workers and the worst- 
paid workers within any one country 
will be widened.” Some students have 
suggested that, as machines take over, 
men may drastically reduce their work- 
ing hours. But, says Morse, “it can 
never be truly productive to have more 
people than necessary during any job.” 


He ventures the frightening predic- | 
’ tien that “with time there will be no 


unskilled workers.” Furthermore, white 
collar employment is menaced. Morse 
forecasts: “The displacement of the 
routine ‘clerical worker by the com- 
puter. The greatest potential for auto- 
mation lies in office work.” Another 
development is that “with atomic ener- 
gy and automation together the em- 
ployer has increasing freédom in lo- 
cating his plant. 

What will men do with the leisure 
offered by machinery? What will be 
the effect on social security require- 
ments? Says Morse: 

“New forms of. protection may be 
needed for older workers in: stranded 
communities who cannot find a 
ment there and who cannot reasonably 


be expected to move elsewhere. New 
types of income mainténance may have 
to be provided for workers moving or 
undergoing retraining.” 


Collective bargaining and union or- 
ganization in the free world may ulti- 
mately be altered. Morse concedes: 
“Both union jurisdictions and internal 
union organization will be affected. It 
may mean a smaller number of unions, 
each with larger membership and in- 
creasing emphasis on industry-wide bar- 
gaining. The machinery of collective 
negotiation .. . may have to be over- 
hauled.” 


The implications of these changes 
cannot yet be more than remotely un- 
derstood. Morse himself argues it is 
probable over-all employment will not 
decline but will actually increase as 
production races forward. 


This is hopeful speculation. But how 
will the imbalance be righted between 
advanced, automated nations and those 
still steeped in feudalism? 

And there exists a problem even 
more fundamental. Thomas Malthus, 
an eighteenth-century economist, con- 
ceived the disquieting theory that man- 
kind must eventually starve because 
population augments in geometrical 
ratio whereas subsistence augments 
only in arithmetical ratio. So far 
Malthus seems to have been wrong. 


But what will happen when we find 
ourselves faced with another Malthusian

Reunification, he said, is not 
up to the Germans—the 
solution lies with the two 
powers.

Germany desires reunification 
by peaceful means, but it must 
rearm in the interest of defense 
and only as a deterrent to war, 
Heinen declared. He said his 
country, twice defeated in 
world wars, is not anxious to 
become a big military power. 

The German people, at the 
end of World War II, wanted 
nothing to do with political 
parties and since then have 
been reluctant to align them- 
selves, Heinen said. Chancellor 
Konrad Adenauer has made a 
big step in teaching the Ger- 
mans that it is to their best 
interest to be aware of and par- 
ticipate in international affairs. 

Chancellor Adenauer, who 
presently is in the United 
States reviewing international 
problems with President Eisen- 
hower and Secretary of State 
John Foster Dulles, hopes to 
take a clearer understanding of 
the atomic weapons problem 
and disarmament proposals to 
the German people when he 
returns. 

Heinen said he doubted the 
81-year-old Chancellor’s influ- 
ence had diminished, and pre- 
dicted that Adenauer will win 
the September election in the 
German Federal Republic. 

The German publisher said 
he believed the United States 
will make the first step in dis- 
armament. He stated that it 
was his country’s hope to be- 
come a stabilizing factor in Eu- 
rope, and at the same time help 
the United States to be a sta- 
bilizing force in the world. Hei- 
nen, who come to St. Louis 
Thursday, left today.

He added that fear of show- 
ing an unsightly dentition is 
one of the causes of defective 
speech. “Facial grimaces are 
often the result of voluntary 
immobility. of the lip. And this

“Thus the dentist must take 
time to listen to the patient's 
story, familiarize himself with 
the patient’s problems along 
with his enviroment,” Dr. Sak- 
lad continued.

FTER a decade of blindness,

I want- 
ed to be unconscious, to leave 
this terrifying thing. 

The phone rang. I heard my 
mother’s voice, calm in deep an- 
guish, asking me what was hap- 
pening. I couldn’t speak. The 
doctor talked to her. 

“Yes—he can make out colors. 
He’s very upset. His wife is on 
her way over.” 

Later I heard a car door slam. 
Nerves simmered up from 
numbness. 

“Tell me who it 1s,” I said. 

“Your mother and dad.” 

There were movements around 
me. Faces were close to mine. 
They were kissing me, talking 
in low tones. I had to pull back 
to consciousness, to reassure 
them some way. 

“Can you actually see me?” 
my mother asked. 

“I can see you have on a 
green dress,” I mumbled. 

I couldn’t control my eyes 
enough to see their faces. I 
would see a portion of their 
clothes and instantly the ceiling

Talk went on around me. I 
retreated into stupor until the 
sound of another car aroused 


me. 

My wife and children had ar- 
rived. I staggered up from my 
chair. My daughter came run- 
ning in first. For the briefest 
instant I concentrated beyond 
my strength and saw blondness 
and radiance there looking up 
at me. 

“You beautiful little thing,”

My wife was in my arms, her 
face beside mine.

I 
could not get around well. In-

It has been reported that 
Harold E. Stassen, the Presi- 
dent’s assistant on disarmament, 
returned to London armed with 
a flexible bargaining authority. 
He has been instructed, of 
course, to guard the interests 
of the free world, but he will 
be allowed to come to an agree- 
ment on Soviet proposals that 
do not seem to be injurious to 
the United States. 

There also seems to be a real 
interest in putting a limit on 
atomic arms. This, it seems to 
me, would include limiting, or 
at least reducing, tests of atomic 
bombs. Such restrictions cer- 
tainly would relieve the minds 
of a great many persons.
